“Vessels unsuccessfully attacked, 27 
including one attacked the week end 
ed April 8. 
Fishing vessels sunk, 9. 
The alleve report shows the great 
est number of merchant vessels re 
ported sunk by mine or submarine in

It is the In,pe ami expectation that 
the whole people of the United States 
w ill l>e welded Into a solid, moving 
ami energetic mass, with one idea fore­ 
most In the minds of all—that Is, that 
every ounce of energy w ill bt* directed 
toward making the w ar a aflccess and 
bringing it to a dose in the least time 
possible. 
Opposition to the w ar which devel­ 
oped when the president made his ad­ 
dress in the Sixty-fourth congress and 
Ids subsequent address and the de­ 
mand for a declaration of w ar at the 
beginning 
of 
the 
present 
congress 
seems to have generally disappeared, 
and today men are striving, without 
regard to what they felt at that time, 
to do everything possible to aid the 
administration In u successful prose­ 
cution of hostilities against the central 
I lowers. 
Scarcely a man In public life can 
now be found who w ill engage Iii a 
discussion us to what ought to have 
been chine or whether any mistakes 
have been made. 
It seems to la* tin* 
consensus of opinion that tin* die is 
cast and there Is only one duty f"r 
American citizens, which is to go for­ 
ward and bring the war to a conclu­ 
sion at tin* earliest possible moment. 


The Taxation Problem. 
Chief among flu* questions which 
have agitated flu* public mind is the 
mutter of taxation? W e have come to 
a point where we talk of billions as 
glibly as we used to talk of millions a 
few J ears ago. 
Tile unanimity with 
which 
the $7,OOO,*100,000 bill passed 
-bowed that tin* nation as represented 
in congress is in earnest, but there is 
also th** problem of raising money to 
pay these obligations. 
That taxes must be heavy, much 
more so than ever dreamed of Iii (mire 
than half a century, is evident. 
Those 
with money must puy, and It begins to 
hick as if those with small m e a n s 
would uIm> have to contribute their 
share. 
It hicks as lf taxes would 
reach into nearly every part of the 
country and that few people with any 
mean* whatever can escape. 


How to Raise an Army. 
There are more divisions over the 
question of how to raise an army than 
there ureovei methods of taxation. The 
compulsory m ilitary service idea does 
not a p| tea I t * a large number of men 
iii congress, and th** idea still prevails 
that ai! tho troops necessary ran la* 
raisfsl by flu* volunteor system. 
It is 
of course p i01 toned tlint tin* pay of the 
soldiers shull bo increased as an extra 
inducement to serve iii a foreign war. 
but that w ill not secure 1.000,(8)0 or 
2.000,(8a» men by tin* volunteer system 
W hile conscription Is ait unjiopular I 
word--und the Aden does not sit well I 
m the minds of a great many men—It 
Is Kurprtslng to hi*.*! that men who 
have heretofore championed the volun­ 
teer system have come to the conclu­ 
sion that only by conscription can an 
army be raised for the great service 
which is imminent. 
Thor** will lie a 
Vast deal of discussion on tills subject 
liefore final action is taken.
